The application summary was complete. 


PROPOSAL DESCRIPTION: 
The detailed project description and community awareness and support were 
documented. 


The applicant proposes to add a new dual purpose cardiac catheterization 
and peripheral vascular laboratory (cath lab). 


The new cath lab would be located within the hospital’s surgical service area. 
The area would be renovated to accommodate the equipment. The application 
included equipment and renovation descriptions and quotes. 


The applicant stated that various stakeholders were involved in the planning of 
the project and provided a copy of a public newspaper announcement. Fifty- 
four letters of support were included in the application. No letters of opposition 
were received. 


COMMUNITY NEED CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
A need according to the Criteria and Standards for “Equipment and New 
Hospitals” was documented. 


The applicant defined the primary service area as five zip codes: 64012, 64030, 
64078, 64083, and 64701. The area accounts for 78.9% of the hospital’s 2011 
inpatient admissions. 


For new units or services in the geographic service area, the population-based 
need formula applies. 


[Unmet need = (R x P) - U] applies as follows: 


where: P= Year 2015 population in service area 
U = Number of existing cath labs in service area 
R = Community need rate of one cath lab per 42,000 population 


Unmet need = (.00002381 x 106,084) — 0 = 2.5 units needed 
If a 15-mile service area was applied, it would show a need for 2.4 units. 


For new units, a minimal annual utilization standard of 500 procedures for 
existing cath labs in the service area applies. There are no cath labs in the 
primary service area. However, 2010 utilization data from the Department of 
Health and Senior Services reports that hospitals with cath labs within the 15- 
mile service area, have reported a total average of over 500 procedures 
annually.

The applicant stated that its growing volume base, position as being the sole 
health care provider in Northern Cass County, and recent move to a Level III 
Trauma Center, supports the need for the new service. The application listed 
several key needs that would be addressed by the new equipment. 


The applicant plans to install the new equipment by the 2nd quarter of 2013, 
and projects the number of procedures for years 2014, 2015 and 2016 to be 
129, 156, and 185 respectively. 


FINANCIAL FEASIBILITY CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
Financial feasibility of the project was documented. 


The applicant provided a recent quarterly financial report for HCA Holdings, 
Inc. documenting that sufficient funds are available to support the project.

The application summary was complete. 


PROPOSAL DESCRIPTION: 
The detailed project description and community awareness and support were 
documented. 


The applicants propose to establish a 30-bed assisted living facility (ALF). This 
would be accomplished by converting 12,000 square feet of independent senior living 
apartment space to ALF space. 


The proposed ALF would be attached to an existing skilled nursing facility (SNF). 
Having an ALF would enable the applicants to offer a step-down care option for persons 
unable to live independently but who no longer require skilled service. The applicants 
stated that, currently, 3 to 4 residents are referred to other ALFs each month. 


The application included five letters of support. No letters of opposition were included. 


COMMUNITY NEED CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
A need according to the Criteria and Standards for “Long-Term Care” was documented. 


For additional long-term care beds, the population-based need formula 
[Unmet Need = (S x P) - U] applies as follows: 


Where: S = Service-specific need rate of 25 beds per 1,000 population aged 65+ 
P = Year 2015 population age 65+ in the 15-mile radius 
U = Number of existing licensed (2,324) and approved (676) ALF/RCF 
beds in the 15-mile radius (168 licensed beds were reported as 
unavailable.) 


Unmet need = (0.025 x 151,173) — 3,000 = 779 bed need 


The Committee’s practice has been to consider the occupancy of all other long-term care 
beds of the same licensure category in the proposed service area. According to the 
survey data for the 2nd quarter of 2010 through the 3rd quarter of 2011 (copy 
attached), the average available bed occupancy for all of the facilities within the 15-mile 
radius was 71.6%, 70.3%, 70.7%, 72.2%, 71.4%, 74.0%, respectively. 


The applicants project 90% utilization for years 2014, 2015 and 2016. 


FINANCIAL FEASIBILITY CRITERIA AND STANDARDS: 
Financial feasibility of the project was documented. 


The application included a letter from Gershman Mortgage of St. Louis stating that an 
underwriting package is being prepared to submit to HUD for financing of the project.
